ed forever the dainty, fragile form 
of Anna Pavlova, whose dancing 
stirred millions, civilized man an 
savage alike. She would have been 
46 years old Jan. 31. 


Pleurisy and influenza, contracte' 


early this week after she had been 
held for hours by a. railroad acciden 
in a waiting train at Dijon, France 
xang down the curtain upon a lif 
which for 35 years she devoted t 
depicting in rhythmatie movemen 
the beauty she saw around her. 


With her at the end were her hus 


band and accompanist, Victor D'An 
dre, two Dutch physicians, and her 
own Russian doctor, Professor Va 
lerski, who yesterday resorted to a 
pulmonary operation in a vain at 
tempt to save her life. 


Death interrupted her plans to in 


terpret for Occidentals what she had 
found of grace and beauty in a re 
cent visit to Japan, China, and Asi 
atic countries. Upon completion o 
this project she intended to retire 
fulfilling a promise that she woulc 
leave the stage while in the prime of 
life. 


Denounced by the Bolshevik! as 


the "darling of aristocrats," she died 
in virtual exile from the Russia in 
which she was born, began her ballet 
lessons at the age of,ten, and achiev 
ed her first success. In recent years 
Communist influences had led even 
to rejection of annual contributions 
of $500 to other Russian dancers. 


It was during her last visit to the 


United States in 1'924, that she aa 
nounced her marriage to d'Andre 
her accompanist, later revealing that 
it had takeir place 17 years -before

Washington—(/P)—A bill to remove 


restrictions on the distribution of 
prescription liquor by physicians as 
recommended by the TVickersham 
commission, was introduced today 
by Senator Copeland, Democrat, New 
York. 


The New Yorker said the bill was 


designed to carry out the only rec- 
ommendation the law enforcement 
commission had- been abl. to agree 
upon—as far as he could see. 


Prior to submitting- suggestions 


concerning control of medicinal li- 
quor, the commission concluded the 
removal 
of 
present 
restrictions 


would remove "causes of resentment 
on the part of the medical profes- 
sion." 


"•While the bulk of the profession 


have undoubtedly been scrupulous 
in adherence to the law," its report 
said, "prosecutions have been nec- 
essary from 
time to 
time and 


palpable evasions or violations come 
to light continually. 


"But we are satisfied that in sev- 


eral particulars the causes of resent- 
ment on the part of the medical pro- 
fession operate against a favorable 
public opinion to such an extent as 
to outweigh the advantages to en- 
forcement." 


In addition to recommending that 


the statutory fixing of the amount 
of liquor to be prescribed by physi- 
cians be abolished, the commission 
recommended abolition of the re 
quirement of "specifying 
the ail- 


"meht for which liquor is prescribed 
upon a blank to go into the public 
files." 


It recommended also "leaving as 


much 
as possible to 
regulations 


rather than fixing details by sta- 
tute."

litical statement released by Gro- 
cer Norris at the time o£ his filing 
as a candidate for tha senatorial 
nomination was typed in Seymour's 
office.

senatorial nomination, later 
told 


Chairman Nye that he financed tha 
filing- of the grocer and gave Sey- 
mour a JoOO bond to give the- gro- 
cer.

His filing 
as a candidate was ruled Illegal by 
the state supremo court because of 
its belated arrival.

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Gangster 
Slaying, Arrested In Detroit 


JUSTICE FOWLER 


TO BE SPEAKER 
AT BAR MEETING 


B u c k l e y Once Acted as 


Counsel for "Accused 


Gang Member 


Detroit — (£")— Frank Cammarata, 


gangster named last August by 
Thomas C. Wilcor, then police com- 
missioner, as one of the men re- 
sponsible for the killing of Jerry 
Buckley, radio operator, was arrest- 
ed early today in a residence on 
Eastlawn-ave. 


Cammarata and Charles Alello, de- 


scribed as a member of the once no- 
torious Locavoli-Moceri river gang, 
were held on charges of armed rob- 
bery, and Cammarata's wife, Grace, 
was detained as a police witness. 


Inspector John A. Hoffman of the 


black hand squad, said that Cam- 
marata has been sought for months 
for questioning by the special grand 
Dury in connection with the killing 
of Buckley, but that in addition 
there are at least two other crimes 
lor which he is wanted, one being 
the 52,275 robbery of a branch bank 
in 1925. 
While the latter case was pending 


Cammarata and Thomas (Tonny) Li- 
cavoli, also mentioned in connection 
with the Buckley case, were arrest- 
ed in Windsor, Ont., and charged 
with illegal possession of firearms. 


Acted As Counsel 


1 Buckley figured in the case to a 
more or less extent as counsel for 
the men, although he did not prac- 
tice in Canada. Police have been told 
that a considerable sum of money 
was raised to procure a new trial 
for the pair and that Buckley was 
assigned the task of handling it. 
Buckley was killed shortly after the 
men were released from prison, and 
the story of then? misadventure in 
Canada was one of the first explana- 
tions offered for the killing of Buck-- 
ley.Wilcos unreservedly named Cam- 
marata as one of the suspects, but 
•hig name has not been brought pro- 
minently into the case since the in- 
vestigation, was taken over by the 
grand jury. Three other men now 
are being held on murder charges 
as a result of the jury's inquiry.

v" Milwaukee —OP)—Development of 
a research, laboratory at the Univer- 
sity of "Wisconsin which would place 
-small independent merchants on a 
parity with big business institutions 
was proposed by Dr. Glenn Frank, 
president o£ the university, at a 
meeting of the Milwaukee Forum 
last night. 
* Dr. Frank's plan "was in line with, 
the recent campaign proposal of 
Gov. laFollette who pointed to 
"the menacing growth, of chain, in- 
stitutions and the need of aiding 
She independent businesses." 
"I should liks to see the univer- 
sity develop a research laboratory 
that could be used by every inde- 
pendent grocer, every drug store, ev- 
ery small foundry and every small 
institution in the state which Is un- 
able to purchase 
individually 
the 


.same research, facilities as big bus- 
iness," Dr. Frank said. 
Dr. Frank said big 
businesses 


•were spending millions for research 
laboratories and for the employment 
of "gadflies to poke around and find 
but where things could be done in 
a different way." 
"If the university Is to be enlight- 


ened as the United States Steel cor- 
poration or the American Telephone 
and Telegraph company, It too must 
iave its gadflies," Dr. Frank said- 
"So must our small businesses If 
fhey are to meet competition." 
1 He suggested the laboratory could 
be financed by small contributions 
£rom the businesses benefited and 
DJ- a co itrToution from the state It- 
self.

Move Stressed Further in 


Attempt to Probe State 


Banking Department 
t 


Madison —(XP)— Restoration of 


banking credit to farmers and small 
business men of the state, provided 
in a bill introduced in the assem- 
bly Wednesday by G. E. Ingram, 
Eau Claire, was further stressed in 
a resolution ready for introduction 
today instructing the assembly com- 
mittee on, insurance and banking to 
conduct a thorough investigation of 
the policies of the state banking de- 
partment and the operation of the 
state banking laws. 


"My purpose" Mr. Ingram said, 


"is to throw the light of publicity on 
the banks to the extent that they 
must show in their published state- 
ment what proportion of their secur- 
ities are Wisconsin investments. 
''I propose to introduce a resolu- 


tion in the assembly to call for an 
investigation of banking conditions 
in this state. Bankers are reluctant 
to tell their troubles except when 
subpoenaed. Under the cry of liquid- 
ity the pendulum has swung too far 
in the direction of bond investments 
and loans on stocks. I shall do all in 
my power to make it possible to re- 
store confidence in the real estate 
mortgage and character loans of the 
people of this state." 


Mr. Ingram said that under the 


Kohler administration a. bill was pas- 
sed virtually compelling the invest- 
ment of the teacher retirement fund 
and other state funds in bonds, thus 
closing another avenue to real es- 
tate moitgages. He proposes to limit 
the investment of state funds to 
thiee classes, namely, first mort- 
gage real estate loans in Wiscon- 
sin, loans to Wisconsin co-operative 
associations, and loans to independ- 
ent banks on said banks' securities 
when cash assets re low. 
"This would prevent such banks 


from being- obligated to the larger 
banks and should greatly reduce 
bank failures, because healthful co- 
operation would thus be forthcom- 
ing" he said. "Because of criticism, 
adverse to home credits, many of 
the national hanks would like to be- 
come state banks; but before doing 
so would like to see some clarifica- 
tion of the state banking policy,"

The power of the council to abol- 


ish or reorganize certain city offices 
•wag explained in an opinion pre- 
pared by Roger R. Tuttrup, assis- 
tant city attorney, read at the meet- 
ing of the common council Wednes- 
day night. The communication, re- 
quested by the council at a former 
meeting, suggested that if any 
changes are to be made they should 
be accomplished througa the salary 
ordinance, -which must be adopted 
at the next meeting of the council. 


State law makes it absolutely 


mandatory that the salaries of all 
officers -svho may be elected or ap- 
- pointed during the ensuing year be 
fixed at the first regular meeting of 
the council in February. However, 
the statute does not apply to newly 
created offices whose salaries may 
be fixed whenever they are lawfully 
appointed. Failure to set a salary, 
the attorney 
points out, would 


probably result in the continuation 
of the old salary. 
1 -The offices 
of engineer, health 


commissioner and street 
commis- 


sioner may .be abolished by ordi- 
nance, and other offices and boards 
substituted, the 
opinion 
explains. 


The consolidation of these offices or 
'some of them under a 
specified 


board or department, which 
the 


council has the right to create, is 
possible., 


Need Plumbing Official 


Under the state law the selection 


of a building inspector is optional, 
though, the- municipal ordinance re- 
quires his election. Thus any change 
•would have to be effected by ordi- 
"nance. The appointment of a plumb- 
ing inspector is made mandatory by 
both state and municipal law, but 
the attorney pointed out no reason 
is apparent why the offices of build- 
ing Inspector and plumbing inspec- 
tor could not be placed under the 
jurisdiction of "a superior board or 
department. 
"Inasmuch as "the office of poor 
^commissioner originated with the 
"council, that body is free to abolish 
-.or consolidate the office as it sees 
*£it, though such a change must be 
<made by ordinance. 
l- The office, of sealer of weights and 
^measures, required by state 
law, 


fcannot be - abolished, but the sealer 
fmay be given additional duties if

Yesterday afternoon, Patrolman 


Edward L. Nowacki was taking Pa- 
trolman Glenn Chilpeek to work. 
They stopped at a railroad crossing 
in Hamtramck suburb and Nowacki 
recognized in his rear vision mirror 
the reflection of .Kraft in a car be- 
hind.

bert Einstein's instructor. He is Dr. 
Edwin P. Hubble, Carnegie Institu- 
tion of Washington astronomer, who 
looks through greater distances than 
any other person when he sits on the 
turret of the world's largest tele- 
scope at Mount Wilson. 


His lesson today, with Einstein as 


pupil, dealt with 30,000,000 island 
universes, or spiral nebulae, each as 
great, if not greater than the uni- 
verse oZ the milky way in which the 
earth relatively is but a speck. 


The longest range photographs ev- 


er taken form illustrations, these be- 
ing of nebulae as distant as 300,000,- 
000 tjmeg 3ix millions of billions of 
miles. 


Theoretically, these island univers- 


es are uniformly distributed through 
space, the average distance apart 
being 1,500,000 light year. A light 
year is the distance light travels in 
one year at the rate of 186,000 miles 
a second. 


It was Dr. Hubble who observed 


the "red shift" of the spectrum in 
these distant nebulae, thus finding 
one of the confirmations of the Ein- 
stein theory of relativity." This red 
shift is interpreted as indicating 
these distant nebulae are moving

verses). They seem, to average about 
300,000,000 times the mass of the 
.sun," 


By this is calculated the "amount 


of matter per unit volume, how 
much even in the whole of the ob- 
servable region. These results are 
of considerable interest to Einstein, 
because his first solution of the-pfob- 
lem of the universe at large indi- 
cated that the dimensions of the gen- 
eral universe were measured by the 
amount of matter it contained, that 
is, its mean density. 
Tears ago, based upon astronomi- 


cal observations quite different from 
those now available, Einstein sug- 
gested a hypothesis that became 
known as Einstein's Cosmology. Oth- 
er hypotheses were offered and dif- 
ferent conclusions reached. 


Now he is drinking in the lessons 


from observations of the men who 
have found proofs of his general the- 
ory of relativity, and they axs won- 
dering in turn whether he will ven- 
ture another eosmological hypothes- 
is.

THE PRIDE OF STANLEY 


BALDWIN 


Former Prime Minister Stanley 


Baldwin of England has lost his for- 
tune and is proud of it. It disappeared 
in the decline of the' British iron and 
steel trade. Mr. Baldwin, once a weal- 
thy man, had the opportunity of? sav- 
ing himself by disposing of his inter- 
ests, but as he says, "Instead, I nailed 
my colors to the mast ol British in- 
dustry" and went down with it. 


This does not seem to be the gesture 


of a braggart, or a vote-soliciting poli- 
tician. He apparently is not in the 
class of .those who, in the face of im- 
pending disaster, would have unloaded 
high priced stocks to save himself, 
thereby passing the loss on to some 
other unfortunate who had not the 
knowledge to foretell the catastrophe 
about to take place. As evidence of 
his unselfish motives, witness his act 
in 1919, while financial secretary to the 
British treasury, of deliberately donat- 
ing twenty per cent of his personal 
fortune to help pay the public debt. 
This gift amounted to $600,000. 


Rather was it the act of a man who 


had ingrained in his blood the tradi- 
tions of. centuries. From the time of 
Charles II who ruled Britain in the 
latter part of the seventeenth century, 
there had been a Baldwin engaged in 
the iron trade, sometimes having to 
struggle hard, at other times enjoying 
prosperity. When the time came for 
him to meet adversity he held on with 
the grim determination to sink or swim 
with the iron business, as had his fore- 
bears before him. It is the same tradi- 
tions and. pride and unwritten law that 
causes, a captain to go down with his 
ship. He "faces the music" and drinks 
th§ dregs of the cup of bitterness as if 
it were sparkling wine. 
^ 


Tradition and love and respect of an- 


cestors is more ingrained in people of 
old countries than it is in ours. The 
rapid development of this country, the 
migrations of people west, the con- 
stant change of 'location fronfc'gener- 
ation to generation, destroyed the sen- 
timentality of the old home and neigh- 
borhood, and the pride which long 
continued habitation in one place be- 
gets. How many people in this coun- 
- try live in the same old homestead oc- 
. cupied by their grandfather, or their 


father before them? Not many. The 
march of progress and the rapid 
growth of cities has turned the old 
home into the market place. Genera- 
tions living in the same home or neigh- 
borhood instills pride and love of fam- 
ily tradition. The worship of one's 
Lares and Penates will develop a race 
of citizens in whose charge the coun- 
try may well place its trust and faith 
that the principles on which it is found- 
ed will be maintained. 


Stanley Baldwin is to be congratu- 


lated, and also to be thanked for his 
example of courage and pride as an 
inspiration to others. Well may he be 
classed with Commodore Perry and his 
immortal words, "Don't give up the 
ship."

As a rule, speckled trout, because 


of spawning in November, are first 
to ascend the streams as 
warm 


weather comes. They do it for the 
reason that they are in search of 
cold spring water. 
The rainbow 


spawns in March, and for that rea- 
son start their upward migration 
later than fontinalis. Both can be 
taken at tunes from the same water 
but rainbow fishing as a rule is best 
in late season. 


Some years ago we made no trips 


to the Peshtigo river until August, 
and then we caught rainbows almost 
exclusively. , "We fished 
often 
at 


Roaring Rapids. An hour of early 
.morning casting and the 
same 


length of time about sundown air 
ways yielded us a half dozen or 
more good specimens per man. 


For some reason I am unable as 


yet to learn, while the rainbow fish- 
ing of August in "the Peshtigo river 
was nearly a thing of the past the 
last few years, the speckled trout 
have become more plentiful, appar- 
ently. At least during the warm 
months- of the last couple summers 
many fine catches have been made 
in that water from 
Boettcher's 


downstream. 


This seems, a bit, .contrary to the 


general order of things, for with the 
advent of hot weather' one usually 
floes not find trout in heavy water 
of a main river; There are excep- 
tions to this rule, ' of course, but 
when it occurs I believe the tem- 
perature of the water governs the 
action of the fish entirely.' • 


I have fished both Brule rivers, 


and in the days when the .eastern 
Brule had 'as many big 'fish as are 
now found in. the western stream 
where President Coolidge recently 


angled. But there was more'forest 
those days which not only furnished 
shade, but also held back the cold 
spring water in the swarnps to be 
gradually released late into the sum- 
mer. 


The north branch of the Sturgeon 


river is another stream which al- 
ways furnished excellent brook trout 
fishing in hot weather. 
In those 


days, some fifteen years ago, we 
. often used grasshoppers .exclusively. 
And the "hopper" is nothing but a 
"dry fly" after all,'for'he must be 
used without stoker, .and he floats 
tfre surface as does a dry feathered 
imitation. ' 


To anyone preferring August dry 


fishing. I suggest a trip to the 
Prairie or the Comet. 
But 
from 


those streams you will be most apt 
to catch Brown trout. I have had 
some days of rare sport on both of 
them,-using dry flies of small pat- 
terns—hooks of number 10 and 12 
sizes. 


The best time is just before dark. 


Do not go there with a perch out- 
fit of heavy line and big hook and 
expect to catch Brown trout. 
It 


can't be done, unless you bait with 
a clod . of .angle worms, plunk into 
some deep hole and hit there for 
hours, tortured by hordes of vicious 
mosquitoes. But that can hardly be 
called sport.

IMPORTED OIL OLEO 


Congress Must Keep Pledge 


to Farmers, Says Badger 
Representative

Washington—Bills to double the 


tax ou oleomargarine made from im- 
ported oils have been introduced by 
Rep. 
Merlin Hull of 
Black River 


Falls. 


Because of the ruling of the com- 


missioner of internal revenue that 
oleomargarine made of palm oil is 
subject to only the one-fourth cent 
tax, the Hull bill would make the 
tax on this particular kind of oleo- 
margarine, which is yellow like but- 
ter, exactly SO times the tax now be- 
ing imposed. 


The Hull bills would put a tax of 


20 cents a pound on oleomargarine 
made from palm oil, coconut oil, scy- 
bean oil, and all other imported oils. 
Almost all oleomargarine, he says, is 
made of imported oils. 


In introducing his bills, Rep. Hull 


said: 


"The - original oleomargarine 
law 


was' passed more than 40 years ago 
to protect butter from such unfair 
competition. A tax of 10 cents a 
.pound may have been sufficient at 
that time. 


"Now, 
new kinds of oleomargarine 


have been devissa. manufactured 
largely from cocoanut oil and pahn 
oil and other oils produced in for- 
eign countries at a very low cost. 


Through the recent decision of the 
Commissioner of Internal Kcvenue, 
the ralm- oil substitute, colored 
In 


close imitation of butter, is taxed 
only one-fourth of a cent. 


Millions of pounds are being sold. 


If tho inteut of Congress Is to he 
carried out, a tax of 
I'O cents per 


pound on substitutes niado of these 
foreign oils is necessary. 


'This Congress is specifically pledg- 


ed by the campaign promises of 1?2S 
to 'give tho farmers their home mar- 
kets' and 'put agriculture on & parity 
with industry.' To keep that I'ledse 
it must protect dairy products in the 
home markets. It must levy a t;ix 0:1 
foreign oil compounds mrulo in fac- 
tories high enough to protect the 
dairy product made In the farmers'

TOWN ANGEL, HOME DEVIL 
Did you ever know a child whp 


>chaved like an angel when he, or 
he, was away from home and quite 
he contrary sort of angel when he 
vas at home? What makes him be- 
have like that? If he can be good, 
gentle, well-mannered abroad, why 
not at home? 


Of courss there is a reason, but 


not just one reason for-all two-sided 
children. There is a reason for each 
child's pecularities. The child who 
mzzles us must be studied by him- 
,elf. What influences him may not 
ouch the next child at all. 


Sometimes a child gets very tired 


being good. It is not reasonable to 
expect a child to live on an adult 
standard of manners and morals. He 
s a stranger to this world and its 
ways. He has to learn with care and 
pain, each movement, each attitude, 
each response. Learning new ways, 
earning new things, meeting new 
situations all day long is wearying 
beyond words. Yet this is what a 
shild faces day by day. And we grow 
mpatient with his clumsy attempts 
and scold him. 


If you have a good-bad child In- 
•estigate his daily schedule to dis- 
cover if he has to be good for a long 
stretch at a time. If the teacher ex- 
pects him always to be A. If his par- 
ents and relatives always expect him 
to be perfect. If the neighbors al- 
ways look to him for moral sup- 
port for their erring- children. These 
are severe drains upon the nervous 
system of a child. He needs relief 
and if he cannot get it he will blow 
up when he reaches a safe place like 
home. If you find that the child is 
under such a strain cut down on the 
number of people, on the hours of 
duty, on the amount of work he has 
:o do. Give him a chance to play 
with a hearty group of children. 


There are children who are so tir- 


ed after a day in school, and they 
may or may not be top pupils, that 
when they reach home' they col- 
lapse. The collapse takes the form 
of a tantrum, of a sulky streak, of 
a temper spasm. The cause is fati- 
gue. Look well .to his diet, his hours 
of rest, to his companions, to the 
school program, to the sort of teach- 
ers he has. Cut down on the pres- 
sure that" is upon him. Give him a 
chance to play in the open, and a 
chance to laugh. 


We ue too serious about this mat- 


ter of growing up. Laughter must 
have a place in childhood. (It must 
have a place in the hearts and 
minds of all those who are associat- 
ed with childhood. There must be 
room for the nonsense that is -so 
liealthy a part of children's growth.

If ihis proves ultimately to be Mr

ing the eighteenth amendment. The 
debate then \vill range on what form 
of revision shall be approved by the 
people in an amendment to substi 
tute for the eighteenth amendment 
• The extremely drys naturally hope 
to keep Mr, Hoover on their side o:
